In the end, if the Trade Agree- 
ments Commitle approves of the agree- 
ment, and i;f the foreign government 
is agreeable, the secretary of state 
issues public notice of intention to 
negotiate.

This notice lists the products with 


respect to which the department is 
considering granting concessions. Dale 
for hearings before still another com- 
mittee—the Committee on Reciprocity 
Information—are set. Anyone who 
cares to may appear before this com- 
mittee to present oral arguments or 
briefs. 


These arguments and briefs; in turn, 


are referred to the various govern- 
ment departments for study and con- 
sideration,

Committee makes a fresh study of 
the two schedules, with the material 
developed at the public hearings in 
mind. 


In the end, it finally approves the 


two schedules and sends them on 
to the President and the secretary of 
state. After they have approved them 
—and, as likely as not, modified 
some particulars — actual negotiations 
with the foreign country begin.

The FHA, seeking to stimulate the 


flow of money into the construction 
industry and provide low cost home 
financing, insures loans by private in- 
stitutions for home building and ren- 
ovation. Unless Congress continues its 
powers, they expire on June 30. 


Before passing the bill on a voice 


vote, the House accepted an amend 
ment by Rep. Cochran (Dem., Mo.) de- 
signed to prevent what he said was the 
writing up of land values by promoters 
of large apartment projects. He citeu 
what he said were two instances of 
such write-ups in St. Louis. 


Sponsors of tile nil argued the pro-

NEW YORK.-Onc of the questions 


'm'ost often asked in connection with 
the latest crisis in the rapidly chang- 
ing and confusing conflict between the 
European dictatorships and democra- 
cies it: 


"Just what is the cause?" ' 
This crisis has as many rots as the 


famous Banyan fig tree, and one might 
profitably go back as far as the treaty 
of»Vcrsaillcs for some light. However, 
the fundamental cause is quite clear, 


Tlie interests of the Berlin-Rome 


Axis and the Anglo-FVench Alliance 
finally have clashed so seriously that 
the two demoncracies feel the security 
of their empires is gravely threatened. 


In its essence it is a test of strength 


to decide who's who as between Ger- 
many and laly on the one side and 
Britain and France on the other. 


England and France have declared 


that they will fight to preserve the in- 
dependence of Poland if that country is 
attacked and chooses to defend herself. 
They reportedly intend to offer similar 
aid to other countries. 


B,ut if war grows out of an attack 


on Poland, for instance, it won't be 
fought solely in the interest of thai 
country. 


It will be waged because tho loss of 


Polish independence might ultimately 
affect the entire political framework of 
Europe, and those other parts of the 
world in which the British and French 
possessions lie, 


In other words, the Anglo-French 


combine will be fighting to Yriaintain 
what it regards as its rightful place in 
the sun, and the Axis will be bent on 
achieving its "natural, aspirations,11 


England and France are chiefly con 


cerned at the moment with the dange 
that Turkey and Greece, and the stvat 
egically important Dardanelles straits 
may come under domination of Ger 
many and Italy, 


Here centers the threat to the se 


curity of the British and French em 
pires. For he who controls these two 
Balkan states and the famous water- 
way, also controls the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean and Js in position 
to menace the Suez canal—all-import- 
ant British and ?Vench link with the 
Far East. 


Possession of the Dardanelles—which 


have been fought byer through long 
centuries—means domination of the 
Black sea which is bordered by Tur- 
key, Bulgaria, Rumania and Russia.

Tlie fighting strength of nations likely to be drawn quickly into any large- 


scale European war is estimated as follows by Washington and European ex- 
perts. Little exact information is available on any European air force, especial- 
ly Germany's and Russia's.

Bees have been about with mankind 
or a long, long time. The Bible tells 
low the brothers of Joseph took honey 
along with them to Egypt. 


No, description of an ancient Roman 
east fails to include honey among the 
delicacies that were enjoyed. 
Few 


people, however, stop to think why the 
aste of honey is so pleasant or exactly 
what place it occupies in the diet. 


The chief recommendation for honey, 


of course, is its sweetness. Modern re- 
fined sugar was not known to ancient 
man. The fundamental tastes nre sweet, 
sour, salt and bitter. 


HuYnan beings have always craved 


both salt and the., taste of food that 
was sweet. Sweets satisfy the appe- 
tite more than other foods. 


Chief abong the ingredients of honey 


is the sugar that it contains. The bee 
gets the sugar from the nectar of the 
plants, sipping in this way but a tiny 
amount of all the sugar that' the plants 
provide. 


Plants produce tremendous amounts 


of sugar through the action of the 
sun's rays on their tissues. The bee 
visits the plants and pumps the nectar 
.into, its-own honey stomach. This is 
like the crop in other insects. 


When it gets back to the hive the 


bee regurgitates the nectar, and then 
the younger bees ripen it. This is ac- 
complished first by reducing the water 
content which may constitute four- 
fifths of the honey as first delivered 
by the bee. Some ot the bees fan dry 
air into the hive and other bees fan 
damp air out, and with the damp air 
goes the water. 


There are some changes in the sugar 


brought about by the work of the bees. 
The sugar in honey is of several varie- 
ties. So'irte of it is ordinary sugar, 
some is grape sugar, and some is fruit 
sugar. 


There is usually less grape sugar in 


honey than ther is of truit sugar. The 
fruit sugar, scientifically called levu- 
lose, does not crystalize. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


definitely limits the amount of ordin- 
ary sugar that honey may contain to 
less tha neight per cent;'honey seldom 
contains more than two per cent of or- 
dinary sugar. Levulose. is a sweeter 
sugar than either ordinary sugar or 
grape sugar. 


Honey nlso contains other.substances 


which give it the form in which it 
comes to the table. There are, small 
quantities of dextrins and gunis and 
quite small quantities of certain min- 
erals like iron, calicum and phos- 


phorus.

not judge these Jews, 


who opposed Paul, too harshly or too 
thoughtlessly. 
They believed very 


strongly in - thair own conceptions 
of Gpd's dealing with Israel. They 
had a strong consciousness of their 
place and part os hte chose people; 
and If they were too ready to ex- 
clude others from the grace of God 
and the choice of God, because of that 
fact, We must remember that they haVe 
not at all been alone in. that attitude. 


Can we not recall in modern Pro- 


testantism much 
of this same at- 


lilude, as men thought of some people 
—and probably of themselves—as-fore- 
ordained to be saved while other 
were foreordained to be lost? Reli- 
gious prejudicies or convictions of a 
particular sort do not change easily, 
and the Jews who considered that 
Paul was heretical and dangerous were 
not at all different from many in 
Christian circles and in other religious 
groups who live regarded .the pro- 
phet of new truth as heretical and 
dangerous. 


In the cities where. Paul went on 


his journeys the situation was com- 
plicated by the fact that Paul be- 
lieved that the Gentiles were as 
much of God's grace. Many of the 
Gentiles listened to his teaching and 
responded to the.truth as he de- 
clared it. But here again Paul had 
to, encounter much opposition from 
Gentiles .who also regarde him as a 
fantalic and distrurber,/so that both 
Jews and Gentiles united in 
seculing Paul and Bnrnahas.

persecute you in one 


city,' flee to another," and this was 
exactly what happened in Ihe case 
of Paul. The missionary journeys 
were shaped very largely by the 
persecutions that drove him 
from 


one place to another. But one thing
